WORD “DIXIE” DERIVES FROM OLD BANK NOTE

Few people outside the realm of numismatics and Louisiana bank- 
ing history know the origin of the word “Dixie,” or are familiar with 
why the famous Civil War song referred to the Southern Confederate 
States as “Dixie Land.” Popular supposition is that the imaginary Mason- 
Dixon Line (separating the Northern from the Southern States) had 
something to do with coining the word. But “Dixie” did not derive 
from Dixon ; it came from a ten dollar bill issued by a New Orleans bank 
during the 1845-1862 period. 



THE FAMOUS ‘‘DIX” BANK NOTE OF NEW ORLEANS 

Above is obverse of the $10 bill of the Citizens Bank of Louisiana, New 
Orleans. Observe the bank’s name in both English and French. The ink is 
black with “scroll” TEN in blue. The note is dated January 4, 1856, signed in 
autograph by the Cashier and the President. The bill is numbered by hand, 
5234, front and back. 



Above is reverse of the “dix” bill. It is printed in brick-red ink. The 
word “dix” appears prominently once on the face and twice on back of the 
note. Even those who could not ordinarily read soon learned a “dix” bill by 
this symbol. 
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bank in the nation. At one time (middle 1850’s) the Bank’s circulation 
totaled $5,000,000 — at that time an unprecedented expansion. Then, 
during the money panic of 1857 the Citizens Bank withstood a two 
weeks’ run and came out unshaken, while hundreds of banks over the 
nation collapsed. 

The Bank had troubles with General Ben F. Butler, Union Army, 
(occupying New Orleans) and his famous General Order 55 on June 6, 
1862. “For aiding and abetting the enemy” he assessed the Bank 
$215,820 to be paid in equal installments, one every three months. The 
General was surprised when the Bank planked down the full tribute in 
gold at once.” 

Numismatic students understand why the “dix” notes of the New 
Orleans Bank have always been scarce — though they were issued in 
enormous quantities. Because of the “dixie” (sentimental) appeal these 
notes are held currently by thousands who have no collector interest. 
Today the other denominations of currency issue by this New Orleans 
Bank are common — worth only a few cents each. The “dix” note is 
rare and worth upward of $50. Over a long period of coin and currency 
collection, I have owned only two of these “dix” notes and have seen only 
half a dozen others. But they were issued by the thousands from 1845 
to the close of the Civil War. 


IRISH BRACTEATES AGAIN

J . E. Burns, in his recent article on the Irish bracteates, presented a 
very able plea for the attribution of those coins to Irish mints of the 
period before Danish invasions. Much consideration should be given to 
his arguments, and were nothing more known than what his authorities 
tell, the chief objection would be that if people so highly cultured as the 
makers of the Book of Kells had wanted coins, one would expect them 
to have made very beautiful things indeed. 

But there has been a recent article on Irish bracteates in the 
Numismatic Chronicle for 1942 by Derek Allen, based on the pieces in 
the National Museum at Dublin, all said to have come from finds made 
in 1837 and 1855. These have all been in the Dublin Museum since 1890, 
but were neglected, partly because the coins were so wretched looking, 
and partly perhaps because Irish bracteates are so rare anywhere else 
(there are less than a hundred even in Dublin) that people did not think 
about them. Indeed the unattractive appearance of these really remark- 
able coins led to the destruction of almost all of the one large hoard 
ever found — more than a basketful. And I recall that David Proskey 
had never seen one and told me he doubted their existence. I suspect 
that Petrie may have been suspected of being a dreamer, or misled by 
some fakes. There is at least one bracteate in the British Museum, but 
little attention was formerly paid to it. And at least two different pieces 
have gone through the London market in the past thirty years — both 
of them apparently pieces illustrated by Petrie as from the Collection of 
the Dean of St. Patrick’s. I suspect the Dean gave them away, for they 
are not the kind of thing many people would steal. 
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The song, ‘‘Dixie’' was composed in 1859 by Dan D. Emmett as a 
“walk around” for Bryant’s Minstrels, then performing at Mechanics 
Hall, New York. The songster had just spent a vacation in New Orleans 
and liked the place. He was charmed by the Negro-Creole dialect. And 
he was particularly pleased with the ten dollar bills of the Citizens 
Bank of New Orleans, which circulated freely, and at 100% valuation — 
other currency of the period being discounted heavily. “Dix” is French 
for ten. The Citizens Bank, to accommodate the large French-speaking 
population of New Orleans, issued its money in French and English, 
as the accompanying cuts show. So, the $10 note had prominently 
printed on its face and back the French word for ten: Dix. Pronounced 
in French, it is dees — but in popular usage it became the English dix 
(rhyming with six). So popular was this denomination, the general 
public (the cinq of the five, the vingt of the twenty, the cinquante of 
the fifty, the cent of the hundred, and the mille of the thousand being 
almost unpronounceable) soon began calling the Citizens Bank the “Bank 
of the dixes.” 

The song “Dixie” was Northern by birth, Southern only by adop- 
tion. When first heard in New Orleans in 1860, it took the city by 
storm — folks there knew that the desire: “wish I wuz in de land of the 
dixes” (first wording of the song) meant the person longed for the old 
home town — New Orleans, where the dix bills circulated good as gold. 
The song writer’s wish was the same — he wanted to be back in the land 
of the dixes — not only because of the sunshine, the sugar cane and 
other attractions of the Crescent City — but also because the $10 bills 
were worth ten dollars every day in the week. 

General Albert Pike, C.S.A., is credited with taking much of the 
original plantation charm out of the song and making it the stirring 
martial piece which it became — and remains to this day — truly the 
Confederacy’s Marseillaise. 

The bank’s full title was The Citizens Bank of Louisiana and also 
the French equivalent: La Banque des Citoyens de la Louisiane. It 
was organized in 1833. Its notes, issued in 5, 10, 20, 50, 100 and 1000 
denominations, had alniost a nationwide circulation — more because of 
the steamboat operations up and down the Mississippi, the Missouri, the 
Ohio, and connecting rivers. But the dix or $10 notes were the most 
popular. These bills were always referred to as “dixes.” “A dixie note” 
or a bill on the “dixie Bank” was a common expression. The word “dix” 
is so prominently printed that the observer, even an illiterate steamboat 
worker, could identify a “dix” bill at a glance. Steamboat men from 
the up-river country, when leaving for New Orleans, in reply to inquiries 
as to their destination, would say: “We’re going South after dixes” or 
“we’re going to dixie land.” Gradually the country along the River to 
the South began to be known as “dixie land” because so much money 
(dixes) came from it. 

Thus, throughout a wide territory, from Pittsburgh, St. Paul, and 
St. Louis to the Gulf the notes of the New Orleans Bank kept in constant 
circulation, and were never discounted (as was the common practice), 
no matter how far the distance from the issuing bank. Because of this 
willing acceptance and wide circulation, the Citizens Bank of Louisiana, 
New Orleans, became very well known and as highly respected as any 
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coins. I should guess that all were meant to be pennies, gradually issued 
of lower and lower weight. Bad money troubled the English in the days 
of Henry I and Stephen, and perhaps the anonymous Irish moneyers pre^ 
ferred being nameless for more reasons than modesty or protocol. 

In conclusion, in accepting Allen's dating, I may add something 
about the origin of the idea of the bracteate in Ireland. I do not think 
we need predicate any foreign influence at all. The use of very thin 
flans leads to semi-bracteates. This occurred in the reign of the Lombard 
King Perctarit. It also occurred in Germany, especially at Worms. Is it 
not natural to conclude that if one can get along with coins which have 
only one side well struck, one might get along without bothering to make 
the attempt to produce the needless second type at all. I have seen the 
suggestion the Irish semi-bracteates were struck first on one side and 
then on the other ! I admit that the Irish pieces look very different from 
the German coins, but I think the two types were impressed at once, 
just that one die (usually the obverse) got cut into by the upper die 
which was driven into it by the hammer. 

There remains one more thing to be considered. Why did not the 
Irish of the 7th and 8th and 9th Centuries make coins? They must have 
known about coins in France and in England too. But their cousins, the 
Scots, had no coins until the time of the Normans in England. The Irish 
culture was very high, artists and artisans produced magnificent things, 
they had gold in plenty and some silver. 

A visit to the Treasure Room in the Dublin Museum is a thrilling 
experience. Surely these people could have made coins if they had 
wanted. It remains to be said, they did not necessarily want coins. It is 
a romantic idea, but the coins of the Merovingians, and of the Anglo- 
Saxons were not things of beauty. That the motive for avoiding a coin- 
age was aesthetic is not beyond all probability.

FARRAN ZERBE MEMORIAL AWARD 

The Farran Zerbe Memorial Award is made each year to an indi- 
vidual or corporate member of the American Numismatic Association 
for distinguished service to the Association and to the science of numis- 
matics.

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Now the material at Dublin does not support the idea of an early 
date, but rather of a very late date indeed, the period just before the 
invasion of the English. 

In 1910 Bernard Roth published a study of what he termed the 
Hiberno-Danish coinage in the British Numismatic Journal, It will be 
recalled that this begins with coins bearing the name of Sihtric, with 
types closely related to those of Aethelred II of England, and it may also 
be recalled that coins with Aethelred’s name were struck at Dublin, 
which suggests that Sihtric III and the English monarch “of bad coun- 
sel” to translate his sobriquet of Unready. 

No name save that of Sihtric can be surely read, for the inscriptions 
either degenerate into a mere pattern, or perhaps were purposely made 
illegible by issuers who felt uncertain of their right to coin, and pre- 
ferred anonjnnity to the displeasure of neighboring princes. I at one 
time examined the legends recorded by Roth and came to feel that some- 
body named Ifars made some of them. There were a good many rulers 
of that name. I did not feel sure even of that, and until now gave up 
the idea of writing at any length on this coinage. The great majority of 
the issues, and Roth listed 53 classes, have heads obviously following the 
prototype of Aethelred, although a highly artistic feeling for design on 
the part of the Irish artists produced conventional heads with longer 
hair, less and less representational, but by no means without a merit of 
their own. There are a few classes which seem to be original composi- 
tions — one is a triquetra of birds. But in the main the Aethelred influ- 
ence is strong. However, there are coins, mostly very uncommon, which 
are copied at least on one side from coins of the English kings Canute, 
Harold II, William I and William II. There are a very few pieces with 
the Irish head, which have what seems to be a crosier in front, and these 
may be issued by bishops. 

Roth did not mention the bracteates, nor comment on the fact that 
his illustrations show a few semi-bracteates ; or coins which have the 
type of one side showing through on the other weekly struck side. Let 
us return to the material in Dublin, as published by Derek Allen. 

One of the hoards consisted of bracteates and semi-bracteates, and 
three worn silver pennies of Henry II of England. The other consisted 
of bracteates alone. The semi-bracteates all show the Irish head as 
undertype, and that head is the sole type of one pure bracteate. All of 
this suggests very late date, but I can add that one of the pure bracteates 
is, in my opinion, a direct copy of the reverse of the “Awbridge type” of 
King Stephen, another very close indeed to the type of Stephen’s very 
rare fifth issue. Oddly enough, Petrie illustrated the former type, but in 
seeking sources for the designs, people did not examine pieces of so late 
a date. But unless these pieces be the coinage of the time just before the 
English invasion, what was the coinage of Ireland, certainly now accus- 
tomed to coins, in that period of petty wars between minor rulers? It 
was a time of distress, and anyone who has seen even one Irish bracteate 
or semi-bracteate will tend to consider it a coin of a troubled period. 

It must be stated that the weights of all these pieces are highly 
irregular, ranging from 13 grains downward. The norm of the pieces 
from the pure bracteate hoard must be about 7 grains, but that of the 
other hoard is certainly higher. The assertion that bracteates weigh 
always seven grains must have been based on a very small number of 
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5. Star Notes: 

The Treasury frequently is asked the significance of the star that 
appears in front of the serial number of some pieces of United States 
currency. 

When a note is mutilated in the course of manufacturing it has to 
be replaced. To replace it with a note of exactly the same number as 
that on the imperfect specimen would require the use of a special ma- 
chine, and would be costly and delaying. In consequence, ''star’' notes 
are substituted. Except that they have their own special serial number 
and a star, these notes are the same as the others, and, of course, worth 
only face value. On United States notes and silver certificates, the star 
is substituted for the prefix letter; on Federal Reserve notes, for the 
suffix letter. 

A "star” note also is issued for the 100,000,000th note in a series 
since eight digits are the maximum practicable in the mechanical oper- 
ation of numbering machines. 

A fact that is not commonly known is that the United States Secret 
Service is a Division of the Treasury Department and is one of the oldest 
law-enforcement agencies of the Federal Government. It was estab- 
lished July 5, 1865, to fight currency counterfeiters. The main responsi- 
bility of the Secret Service now is to protect the president and his family, 
this duty began in 1901 after the assassination of President McKinley. 
It is also used to protect visiting dignitaries. 


GEORGE FERDINAND ALBRECHT KUNER

The designing of a coin is always an important part of its history, 
and it seems but appropriate that in connection with the account of the 
California private coinage, especial mention should be made of the 
engraver who designed and cut the dies for a majority of the private 
mints which did business in California from 1849 up to and including 
1855, the last year of such issues. 

George Ferdinand Albrecht Kuner, more familiarly known as Albert 
Kuner, for he dropped the first two names upon his arrival in San Fran- 
cisco, was born at Lindau, Bavaria, October 9, 1819, learning there the 
business of a gold and silversmith. When he first came to the United 
States, in the latter part of 1848, he intended to follow the occupation of 
cameo cutting, in which he was particularly skillful; but, like many 
others, he was attracted to California by the marvelous gold discoveries, 
and arrived in San Francisco July 16, 1849. 

There being a great need for a die-cutter and seal engraver, Mr. 
Kuner entered the employ of Moffat & Co., who were then smelting and 
assaying gold, and engraved the dies for the first Ten Dollar piece of 
private manufacture to be issued on the coast, which bore the stamp of 
Moffat & Co. Among other dies he cut those for the seal of California, 
all the medals awarded by the Mechanics’ Institute, and hundreds of 
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PAPER CURRENCY FEATURES

The October, 1951, issue of The Numismatist listed the portraits on 
U. S. paper currency, and the January issue had additional information 
on the largest denomination so it occurs to me that additional informa- 
tion might be of interest. The information given below is based on 
'Tacts About United States Money,’' issued by the U. S. Treasury De- 
partment, October, 1949. 


1. The Treasury Seal. 

The Great Seal of the Treasury, imprinted upon the face of money 
and official Treasury documents, is older than the Constitution of the 
United States. The seal was designed under the direction of a committee 
appointed September 26, 1778, and composed of John Witherspoon, 
Gouverneur Morris and Richard Henry Lee. The date of the Great Seal’s 
adoption is not known, but the seal is affixed to documents issued in 
1782. The design includes a shield on which appear the scales of justice; 
a key, the emblem of official authority; and thirteen stars for the orig- 
inal States. A Latin legend circularly enclosing the shield reads "Thesaur. 
Amer.Septent.Sigil.,” an abbreviation of "Thesauri Americae Septen- 
trionalis Sigillum” meaning "The Seal of the Treasury of North 
America.’’ 

2. The Great Seal of the United States. Reproduced on the re- 
verse of the $1 silver certificate. 


3. The portraits of great Americans. Used on the face of currency. 


4. Pictures of famous buildings or monuments. Used on the re- 
verse of some of the currency.

No letters, numbers or symbols on any of the currency issued under 
the authority of the United States has any sectarian significance what- 
soever. 
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neither date nor inscription, and was the first private coin of the denom- 
ination to be issued in the extensive California series. 

He was paid $600 for the die for the first State and seal of Cali- 
fornia, and in 1883, when it became necessary to renew it, journeyed to 
Sacramento and engraved the new seal, for which he received $300. He 
stated to Mr. Schaezlein that he received as much as $500 for a pair of 
coin dies in the pioneer days. A wax impression of the first seal was in 
his possession for many years, but was destroyed in the fire of 1906. 
There was a great scarcity of metal in San Francisco in 1849, and when 
he received the commission to engrave the seal he found it necessary to 
go around the neighborhood and pick up scraps of metal from which to 
make the first die. 

In 1862, when the Government of British Columbia contemplated 
an issue of local gold, the order to repair the dies was given to him and 
he cut pieces, dated 1862 and bearing the name of “British Columbia,*' 
of which but few sets are now known to be in existence. One of these is 
in the British Museum, and another brought a large sum at the Mon- 
tague sale some years ago. 

Before turning over the dies to the Government of British Columbia, 
he struck a few trial-pieces in silver on a coining press which Lemme 
Brothers had brought from Germany. The existence of these trial-pieces 
seems to have been unknown until recently, following the investigations 
of the author in California. 

It has been stated by one of his biographers that he engraved the 
dies for the coins of Broderick & Kohler — supposed to have been the 
Pacific Company pieces; but this is certainly an error, for in his copy 
of Eckfeldt & Dubois’s book, as stated above, he made a careful memo- 
randum over each of the coins engraved by him, and the spaces over the 
Pacific Company coins were left blank. He also wrote his name opposite 
each coin in the Index of California coins in another part of the same 
book, and in this again he omitted any mention of the coins of the 
Pacific Company. 

A. Reimers of San Francisco, another warm friend, states that Mr. 
Kuner told him that he had engraved the dies for the N.G. & N. Five 
Dollar piece, and that these men were Stockton merchants, who expected 
to use the coins at the mines in the lower part of the State ; and we find 
that he made a memorandum in the book cited to that effect, but there 
must be some error, or this firm issued two different designs, judging by 
a paragraph taken from the “Alta California’’ of May 31, 1849, which 
said that a gold coin of Norris, Grieg & Norris, of the usual design, had 
just come to hand; and that, although it bore the name “San Francisco,’’ 
it was nevertheless struck at the instance of the above-named firm, which 
was located at Benicia. This date, which must have been accurate, is 
several weeks before his arrival at San Francisco, on July 16, 1849. Of 
course it is possible that he cut the N.G. & N. dies before he got to 
that city. 

Mr. Kuner painted in water colors, and during his leisure moments 
executed many exquisite examples of the engraver’s art in different 
materials, principally mother-of-pearl, which he presented to his wife 
and children from time to time. All of these works, of which none was 
ever made on a commission, were of original conception and of the most

others issued along the Pacific Coast for various purposes from 1849 
until within a few years of his death. 

He started in business for himself in October, 1849, on Clay Street, 
next moving to Kearny, between Jackson and Pacific; but, being burned 
out in May, 1850, he returned to Clay Street. He was again burned out 
in May, 1851, and then went to Dr. Mitthall’s building, on Montgomery, 
near California. In 1852 he moved to Washington Street, using a part of 
Braverman & Levy’s store, where he remained fifteen years. In 1884 he 
moved to 704 Montgomery Street, where he remained until 1891. 

He was painstaking and methodical, and had a carefully prepared 
record of each specimen of his handicraft — impressions in wax, dies, etc., 
nearly all of which, with his papers, were destroyed in the great fire 
when his residence at the corner of Golden Gate Avenue and Gough 
Street was burned. However, a record of many of the coins for which 
he cut dies remains in his personal copy of the book issued by Eckfeldt 
& Dubois in 1851. He made a memorandum in his own handwriting over 
each illustration of the various California coins engraved by him. Guided 
by these notes we find that he made the dies of the N.G. & N. Five 
Dollar piece, the Five and Ten Dollars of Moffat & Co., dated 1849 and 
1850; the Schultz & Co. Five Dollars of 1851; the Dunbar & Co. Five 
Dollars dated 1851 ; the Baldwin Five, Ten, and Twenty Dollars of 1850 
and 1851 ; and the Fifty Dollar octagonal, with the denomination reading 
“Fifty Dolls,” and the name of the obverse around the border. 

The illustrations of the Miners’ Bank Ten Dollars, the Pacific Com- 
pany Five and Ten, the Massachusetts and California Five, the Templeton 
Reid Ten and Twenty-five, the Cincinnati Mining and Trading Company 
Five and Ten, the “J.S.O.” Ten, and the Dubosq & Co. Five and Ten 
Dollar coins were not marked, and therefore were not his work. 

He also engraved the dies for all of the coins issued by Wass, 
Molitor & Co., as well as those for the Deseret Assay Office Five Dollar 
Piece of Utah, date 1860. Robert Schaezlein, his close friend, says that 
after Mr. Kuner received the commission to cut the dies for this Mormon 
piece he showed him the first impression, struck before the date and 
inscription had been added. This was the identical gold pattern piece, 
presented to Brigham Young, which is said to have hung on the watch 
chain of the Mormon leader as a charm. Upon Mr. Young’s death the 
watch, chain and pattern piece were sold for $300, and are said to be 
now in the possession of the Mormon Church at Salt Lake City. We 
learn that this pattern was the one that showed mountains back of the 
reclining lion, and which were omitted from the regular Deseret Assay 
Office Five Dollar piece issued for circulation. 

One of his daughters has wax impressions of some of his pieces, 
among which are the W. M. & Co. Five of 1852, the Schultz & Co. Five 
of 1851, the Baldwin Twenty of 1851, and a reverse showing an eagle 
and the inscription, “Pure California Gold.” One of the cards bearing a 
wax impression contained this memorandum: 

Impression taken from the die while it was being engraved in the month 
of July, 1849, by A. Kuner, engraver with Moffat & Co., at the southeast 
corner of Montgomery and Jackson Streets. 

This was the Ten Dollar piece of Moffat & Co. of 1849, but it had 
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delicate and artistic workmanship, and are still carefully preserved by 
various members of his family. 

He was a great lover of animals, and especially skillful in depicting 
them. An example of the magic touch of the artist is shown by his wife 
in the shape of a napkin ring which he carved from a bone picked up 
at random. In a mass of the most delicate carving is traced a continuous 
scene of a grizzly bear hunt in the mountains by two hunters ; their start 
in the morning, their fight with the bear, the evening camp, the dead 
bear at one side, the guns resting against a tree, and the hunters rehears- 
ing the day’s exploit, are gracefully given. 

He engraved all the seals for Wells, Fargo & Co., from 1852, the 
first year of the firm’s existence, until the day of his death. They always 
turned their work over to him, and, though retired from all other busi- 
ness, he took care of this one commission. 

He died on January 23, 1906, at the age of eighty-six years, being 
survived by a wife, three daughters, and one son. 


UNPUBLISHED COUNTERMARK OF BRITISH COLUMBIA 

By HOWARD D. GIBBS, Pittsburgh, Pa. 

During the past fifty years there has appeared in European auction 
sales various coins countermarked with a “V” crowned. 

These were attributed to various places, usually to Prince Edward 
Island. In checking back we believe this classification originated by 
Leroux listing a Spanish-American 8 Real which was countermarked 
P.E.I. also VR crowned. 

Neither Douglas Ferguson nor myself was satisfied with the allo- 
cation of these coins to the Island. Careful search of the archives of the 
Province of Prince Edward Island showed no reference to indicate that 
such a countermark had ever been used officially. Furthermore, two 
large collections owned by residents of the Island contained no such 
specimens. 

Consideration was given to the possibility that this countermark 
might be for Vancouver Island which was originally a separate colony 
from British Columbia. However this was also discarded as no records 
could be found. However, as Douglas Ferguson aptly points out, the first 
postage stamps for British Columbia were issued in 1871 and have a 
“V” crowned very similar to the countermark here pictured. Until some- 
thing more definite turns up, we believe these coins can safely be attrib- 
uted to British Columbia. 

Illustrations 

1. Mexico. 8 reales, 1806. Originally countermarked with head of King 
George HI of England and later with crowned V. 

2 . France. Ecu of Bearn, 1726. Countermarked with crowned V. 

3. France. 6 francs, 1839. Countermarked with two crowned V’s. 

4. 5, and 6. France. 2, 1 and ^ franc. Countermarked with crowned V. 

7. Netherlands. 26 cents, 1825. Countermarked with crowned V. 

8. Belgium. 5 centimes 1833. Countermarked with two crowned V^s. 

9. England. 2 pence of George III, 1797. Countermarked on obverse three 
times with crowned V, and crowned P once. Reverse shows one countermark 
of the crowned V and three crowned P’s. 
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noticeable at ribbon and CENT but can be seen under a glass all over the 
reverse. There is a spur on the left side of right upright of M, just above foot, 
and two defects on R, one of them being within the loop. This same die was 
used on the early (1859-60) set of small-berry restrikes of the 1840-48 and 
1852 issue, and shows quite plainly the above mentioned double impressions 
and defects. I have not been able yet to check an 1849 small-date restrike 
to verify if this too has the same reverse. 

It should also be mentioned that the restrikes in the forties also 
come with different reverses showing different defects. I hope to be 
able to describe these in the forthcoming publication, and if possible 
establish the order of emission, for these and all the other varieties 
from 1793 on. Readers of The Numismatist can be of a great deal 
of aid by getting in touch with me if they have or can locate the fol- 
lowing: (1) Any die break variations, 1793-4-5, especially if these are 
not mentioned by Gilbert. (2) Any die varieties Gilbert lists at Rarity 
6 or above. (3) Any varieties or die breaks they believe to be unlisted 
by Gilbert. There have been recent auction records of such, mostly of 
1794, which I have been unable to verify; see the catalogue of the 
“World’s Greatest Collection” for two of these. (4) Proofs of 1825, 
1826, 1832, 1851, 1853 and 1849 large date. (5) Restrikes of any dates 
known to have been restruck. Any and all help in this line will be grate- 
fully received and acknowledged, and very greatly appreciated. There 
are also certain single pieces I would appreciate a sight of ; these include 
the Washington half-cent of 1793 from the Bushnell sale, the 1793 
Smith (?) counterfeit half-cent which Ross wrote up in the 1915 
Numismatist as his No. 3-D. Also any specimen of 1794 G-9 with 
small edge lettering, and any specimen of any other 1794 with large 
edge lettering, or showing two leaves after DOLLAR. Likewise I would 
appreciate hearing from any collector having one of the 1797 G-2’s with 
so-called “gripped” or crudely milled edge; records of these are Stickney 
1688, Jenks 6245, and there was one sold in the David O. Hughes estate 
in 1948.

Addenda and Corrections to Gilbert 

By WALTER BREEN, Johns Hopkins University, Baltimore, Maryland 

The following is intended as preliminary data to a forthcoming 
standard work on U.S. Half Cents which will provide descriptions of 
some new varieties, correct many errors and misconceptions both of 
description and of rarity, and also solve the question of restrikes in 
this series. Until that work is published, this should be of some aid 
to collectors of Half Cents. 

1795. The variety “Gilbert 2“ does not exist. All specimens offered have 
proved to be spurious — they were fabricated by scraping the edge off a G-1, 
lettered edge, and flattening the coin down to the regular diameter. 

1805. Gilbert 2. Obverse is not the same die as 1803 No. 3, evidently, as 
we have seen the latter with heavy breaks not found on the 1805. 

1805. Gilbert 4. The plate is wrong, the wrong reverse being shown. 
The description is correct: Obverse G-3, reverse 1803 G-1, presumably cracked 
as are the last impressions of the 1803 muling. 

1809. Gilbert 5 is the so-called 1809 over 6. The flnal digit was first cut 
upside down and then re-cut in proper position, and the outlines show on 
fine specimens. 

1811. The restrikes are not mint products, so far as known, but are from 
genuine Mint dies owned by J. J. Mickley of Philadelphia. The obverse is 
1811 G-1, reverse 1802 G-1, both rusted; the first record is 1863; and the 
dies were resold to the Mint at the disposition of the Mickley estate in 1878. 
They are extremely rare. 

1831. As for only proofs being struck, there is an uncirculated example 
in the Mint Collection which does not appear ever to have had proof surface. 
The beadlike border is NOT an effect of any “shifting of the dies in striking" 
but instead represents a new technique of border manufacture introduced by 
Kneass in 1828 on silver coins (the dimes with small date) and thereafter 
on other denominations. 

1831. G-1. Original. High leaf under right side of S. Not to be confused 
with the following restrike. 

1831. G-1 A. First (1860) restrike. Struck from the reverse of 1836 G-1, 
which see. The high leaf is at the left side of S. HALF CENT and dash 
recut; later, die cracked through TE in STATES and wreath. This is the 
variety erroneously called “restrike from original dies" by Gilbert. It is con- 
siderably less rare than the original, which it resembles, and has at least 
twenty times to my knowledge been sold at a good price as “original, large 
berries." This restrike is also far commoner than the G-2. 

1836. G-1. The Gilbert plate is wrong; it illustrates a second 1831-Gl 
reverse, and no specimen of this combination has been reported. The descrip- 
tion of the reverse in the book is correct; point of high leaf is under left 
side of S. Dies perfect. It is reported that a large-berries restrike of this piece 
exists with reverse bulged. I have never seen it, though it is possible that 
the impressions with high irregular wire edge and recut HALF CENT and 
dash (as in 1831-1 A) may be restrikes from the original dies. 

1836. G-2. Reverse is not “same as Rev. No. 1 of 1852." That would mean 
it was of the type of 1840 with large berries, which is false. The reverse is 
one from the small berries hub (1849-57) and evidently an extremely late 
product which could not have been any die made before 1856, as the hub 
was very worn — some berries are stemless and the small stem right of T in 
CENT is broken off as shows on the 1856 and 1857 dies. This restrike is much 
more rare than any of the others. 

It may be mentioned in passing that there are two varieties of reverse 
in both 1856 and 1857. The second reverse is a die used for proofs of both 
years, and is what Gilbert means by “reverse almost completely double cut." 
The hub was sunk into this die twice, and double impressions are particularly 
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Thus, the great questions of biblical numismatics are hitherto 
unsolved, the dating of coinage and the identifying of personalities 
or rulers who issued certain coins. However, in some cases biblical 
numismatics may contribute to the clarification of a number of questions 
as in the case we are dealing with; the representation of an object on a 
coin may give the basis for identification of an implement in the Temple 
of Jerusalem. 

An object which is often mentioned in the Bible and the Talmud 
is the laver in the Temple. The laver is one of those objects which are 
only recorded and for whose shape and execution apparently no rules 
were ever given. Hastings in his Dictionary of the Bible, vol. IV, p. 658 
The Laver (Ex. 30, 17-21) says the following about this object: 

“Between the altar . . . and the tabernacle stood the laver of bronze 
(Ki-jor, ), to the description of which only a few words are 

devoted, and these few are found not in the main body of the Priestly 
Narrative, but in a section bearing internal evidence of a later origin. 
Beyond the fact that it was a large basin of bronze, and stood upon a 
base of the same material, we know nothing of its workmanship or 
ornamentation. It served to hold the water required for the ablutions 
of the priests in the course of their ministrations, and it is frequently 
mentioned in the secondary strata of the priestly legislation.’' 

Among the Jewish coins the so-called thick shekels are the best 
known, and at the same time the most controversial. Their obverse 
carries a vessel as design and an inscription. The five issues of the shekels 
with the numbers 1 to 5 respectively went through a development of 
shape and style, and especially the vessel, generally interpreted as a 
chalice, appears in different forms. The first shekel shows a rather

crude form of the chalice with a broad rim, under which on each side, 
a pearl.i 

This vessel has been discussed recently under entirely new view- 
points. The opinion that it represented a chalice seems quite under- 
standable the shape being, in fact, exactly the one given to drinking 
cups throughout many centuries, especially in connection with sacred 
use. It is true, we also find similar shapes among Mycenaean pottery:

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BIBLICAL NUMISMATICS AND BIBLICAL ARCHAEOLOGY 

By WOLF WIRGIN, New York City 

The reconstruction of the ritual objects which were used in the 
Temple of Jerusalem is one of the problems of archaeology. No actual 
objects have ever been found ; nothing of all the treasures in the Temple 
has come down to us. 

In the Bible and the Talmud which, of course, are the only sources 
for our knowledge, many of these utensils were described at length, others 
only mentioned. As a further document we have the arch of Titus in 
Rome with its famous relief, to give us some idea of the wealth which 
must have existed; but only a few objects are represented on the relief. 
Scarcely any other works are extant with such representations, neither 
in sculpture nor in mosaic or other technique. 

At different times the attempt has been made to reconstruct some 
of these implements. According to the descriptions drawings have been 
made which follow the respective passages in the Bible as closely as 
possible. By this method good results have been achieved. Further 
efforts in this direction are hoped for and should certainly be encouraged. 

However, this method is applicable only to those cases where full 
details are given. The question arises whether those items which are 
only mentioned can also be depicted. Is there a possibility of reconstruct- 
ing them? How can we get an idea of what they looked like? 

The fact that some of the objects are described extensively in the 
Bible, but others are only recorded, seems to give us a basis for an 
assumption, vis. to conclude that the former were unusual and striking 
in shape and different from other specimens of their kind, thus requiring 
a careful description by the ancient chronicler. On the other hand, one 
should presume that the latter, i.e. those only briefly mentioned, did 
not deviate from ordinary patterns, thus were in every way similar to 
other pieces of their kind, or similar to the respective objects for pro- 
fane use. Probably, for some utensils definite or special forms were 
prescribed by the religious rites, whereas for others no such rules were 
necessary. This would, at the same time, give an explanation why 
descriptions of some of the latter cannot be found. 

Any research about these objects should, therefore, be directed 
toward comparison with similar items in other areas or countries in 
order to find a basis for our knowledge. In one specific case it is biblical 
numismatics which provides the means for such a comparison, and on 
these grounds a reconstruction might be possible. 

Biblical numismatics, dealing with the coins that have been issued 
in the Holy Land either by the Jews themselves or by their neighbors, 
or by the different great empires which dominated them at times, has 
always been an important part and element of biblical archaeology. 
Being limited in its domain, biblical numismatics unfortunately is, to a 
great extent, not easily accessible to us. He who studies these coins 
and attempts to build up a chronology, or a classification, or endeavors 
to reconstruct their history, will soon recognize that he is always far 
from his goal for definite knowledge, even though he may believe to 
have clarified some of the problems. 
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on those coins: 'The type resembling the cup ... is resembling the 
Temple laver. . . . The closest resemblance to (it) is a basin type on a 
coin of Pergamum.’'^ We reproduce the Pergamene coin in question and 
we add a reproduction of a coin from Anazarbus.

If the path thus indicated is followed and further conclusions based 
upon the interpretation of the object as a basin and not a cup, then it 
seems quite natural to think of it as the laver in the Temple of Jerusalem. 

As has been said above, the laver does not belong to the group of 
utensils in the Temple which are described extensively in the Bible. It 
is only said: "The laver and its foot . . 

The Talmud, however, mentions a fact which may be significant for 
further identifications:^ 

“Ben Katin made twelve stop-cocks for the laver (Ex. 30, 18ff.) which 
before had but two; and he also made a device for the laver that its 
water should not be rendered unfit by remaining overnight. (Note: Any- 
thing within a sacred vessel is sacred itself, but anything remaining in a 
sacred vessel overnight without being covered, turns unpure and cannot 
be used.) King Monobaz made of gold all the handles of the vessels used 
on the Day of Atonement. His mother Helena set a golden candlestick 
over the door of the Sanctuary. She also made a golden tablet on which 
was written the paragraph of the Suspected Adulteress. Miracles had 
befallen the gates of Nicanor and his memory was kept in honor.” 

If the vessel on the shekels is thought of as a basin and no more as 
a chalice, and if we bear in mind this note of the Talmud and bring it

However, in classical antiquity no such vessel was ever used for drink- 
ing. The Greeks and all other peoples who were under their cultural 
influence drank exclusively from either deep or flat double handled bowls. 
Furthermore, no such cups can be established as having been used during 
the religious services in the Temple of Jerusalem, and yet one should 
expect an object represented on the shekels to have some reference to 
religion or religious rites. 

The first scholar, to our knowledge, to compare this object on 
the shekels with similar representations on Greek coins was Dr. Paul 
Romanoff.2 jje pointed out the close resemblance with the laver designed

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rely on the chronicler, all the more as in the case of Nicanor who is men- 
tioned in the same passage of the Mishnah, the literary tradition has 
been confirmed by archaeological evidence.® A cave on Mount Scopus 
bears the inscription: ''Nicanor of the Gates.” 

Though we may certainly believe the story, yet, unfortunately, it 
does not help us to clarify the date of issue of the shekels, as the source 
does not say anything about the period in which Ben-Katin lived. 

The name itself does not give any clues either. Apparently, Ben- 
Katin is not a real name commonly used like, for instance, Jonathan or 
David, rather a given name referring to the place from where the man 
came, or to some characteristic trait of his person. The word "Ben” 
indicates such an attributive, but may also mean that he was the son of 
a man called "Katin,” whereby, again, the word "Katin” may be a real 
name or some sort of a nickname. 

Late commentators speak of Ben-Katin as of a high-priest, without 
giving a source for this assumption. The fact that "Ben-Katin” may be 
a given name as well as an original name of a person makes it possible 
to form any conjectures about the bearer, and to see any historical person 
in him, or any person not mentioned elsewhere in the literary sources. 

5. According to the Tosephta the story goes: When the gates were brought by sea 
from Alexandria the ship was caught by a storm and to lighten the ship they 
threw one of the gates overboard and when they were about to throw the second 
he said to them, ‘Throw me after it.” The storm at once ceased, and when they 
landed at Jaffa, the other gate was found beneath the ship’s keel. 


SAXON MINTMARKS

P.S. Peter SCHRADER, mintmaster at Konigssee (for Schwarzburg-Rudol- 
stadt) 1621, at Cothen, Anhalt 1622, and at Magdeburg 1623-30. 

On May 20, 1631, the Imperialists under TILLY took Magdeburg 
after a long siege. During the three-day sack which followed, 30,000 
citizens were slaughtered, and all but 137 houses and the fireproof 
cathedral were destroyed. Schrader escaped the massacre, but Magde- 
burg's survivors temporarily had no need for his services. 

In 1635 the Bishopric of Magdeburg was assigned, for life, to 
August, second son of Johann Georg I of Saxony, in return for his 
father's adhesion to the Imperiail cause. August, who also became 
duke of Saxe- Weissenf els at Johann Georg's death in 1656, estab- 
lished his court at Halle, the former residence of the archbishops. 
At the same time he installed a mint there, and named Schrader its 
master (1635-38). 

By 1639 Magdeburg city had almost recovered from 'Tilly's rav- 
aging and was ready to assume once more its ancient semi-indepen- 
dence status. Its mint was reopened, and Schrader returned from 
Halle to head it. He remained there until 1661, during which time 
Duke August apparently followed the custom of his predecessors, the 
archbishops, in utilizing the city mint for coining his own money. 
See A.B.C. next.

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into relation with the basin, then certain details in the design of the 
shekels will be seen in a new light. The shekels with the number 
have a projection on either side of the vessel like an extension of the rim 
(see fig. 1). The shekels with the number '‘2’' have been issued in two 
variations. Both have a thoroughly remodeled and improved design. 
One type shows the two projections but without the pearls:

Obviously, this is the later one of the two variations since it remains 
unchanged throughout the third, fourth and fifth issues of the shekels. 

This rim of beads hitherto was considered merely ornamental and 
was presumed to have been the result of greater technical skill of the 
coiner. 

With the new interpretation in mind and considering the vessel to be 
the laver, it may not seem farfetched to regard the rim of beads as an 
illustration of Ben-Katin's gift. Under this assumption the two projec- 
tions on either side of the vessel would represent the two stopcocks which 
existed primarily, and the rim of beads would show the row of the new 
stopcocks donated by Ben-Katin. Consequently, Ben-Katin would have 
lived during the coining of the shekels, and the donation would have 
taken place during the issue of the second shekels. 

There is no reason to doubt the truth of the story itself. We may

ary 28, 1700, until August, 1701. Conradi, on taking office at Eisenach, 
had to reactivate the mint which had been closed since 1694. At his 
departure it was again closed. 

S.D. 1. Sebastian DADLER, a medalist who resided in turn at Augsburg, 
Nurnberg, Hamburg, and Dresden. Dadler was born in Strasburg on 
March 6, 1586, commenced work at Augsburg circa 1619, obtained 
employment with the Saxon court in 1621, and eventually became 
chief medailleur at Dresden. He died at Hamburg on July 6, 1657. 

2. Sebald DIERLEBER, mintmaster at Dresden 1635-40. Previously, 
he seems to have been mint-warden at Prague from 1625 onward. 

3. Siegmund (Simon) DANNES, mintmaster at Schleiz 1669-75, 
Harzgerode 1675-76, again at Schleiz 1678-80, warden of the mint at 
Minden 1682-89, mintmaster at Stargard 1689-92, at Leipzig 1693, and 
at Koenigsberg, Prussia, 1695-97. Dannes reactivated Leipzig mint 
which had been idle since 1670. 

S.G.H. Samuel Gottlieb HELBIG, mintmaster at Dresden 1804-13.

SH monogram Most probably denotes the electoral Saxon kipper mint at 
Sangershausen, a town in the Mansfeld section of Prussian Saxony. 

Forrer alleges that Nickel von MEIDEBURG was mintmaster 
at Sangershausen during the groschen period in 1392. In addition, 
he states that Hans ERHARD, a contemporary Weimar mintmaster, 
was master of Sangershausen mint in 1440. Haupt does not mention 
the town in his list of Saxon groschen mints. 

S.H. Unknown mint mechanic (diesinker) at Weimar 1621. 

S.M. 1. Believed by Bornemann to signify SINDT MUNZMEISTER at 
Roda, an Altenburg kipper mint, 1620-21. See R.O. 

2. These initials are those of an unidentified diesinker, found in 
conjunction with those of FRIESE, on the 1677 Magdeburg-Saxe- 
Weissenfels series struck at Goslar. They may well indicate Simon 
MOSES who assisted KOBURGER (A.B.C.) with earlier Magdeburg 
issues at Halle. After sharing Koburger’s difficulties in 1668 when the 
mint at Halle was forcibly closed, Moses became Stolberg mintmaster 
at Wernigerode where he remained until at least 1674. See HHF. 

S(N)R SCHOLZ (warden) and RIEDNER (mintmaster) at Nurnberg 1764-70. 
On 1765 coins of Saxe-Meiningen. 

SORBERGER Johann Georg SORBERGER, mint engraver at Gotha circa 
1669-90. About 1689 Sorberger was called to Meiningen by Duke 
Bernhard as master of the mint established there in 1687 by Georg 
Friedrich STAUDE, sometime mintmaster at Gotha. Staude’s 1687 
series bears no personal mark, but the coins produced by Sorberger 
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P. Z. Polzig mint on kipper coins of Altenburg. See (P) for additional 

information. 

Q. Samuel QUERFURT. See S.Q. 

R. B. Reinhardsbrunn, a village in the Thuringian Forest, site of a Weimar 

kipper mint. Caspar FOCHTMANN (C.F.), mintmaster and lessee, 
established Reinhardsbrunn mint in December, 1621. Franz SAAL- 
FELDER was warden. 

The mint was abandoned during the summer of 1623. 

R.F. Johann RIEDEL, diesinker at Leipzig after 1839. 

R.K. Reinhard KRUEGER, medalist at Dresden, 19th century. See 
KRUEGER. 

RNK monogram Ruprecht Niklas KITZKATZ, medalist and coin engraver at 
Dresden circa 1615-33. 

R.O. or (RO) Roda, a hamlet some ten miles southeast of Jena, site of an 
Altenburg kipper mint established in autumn, 1620. The first mint- 
master was Nikolaus SINDT from Hameln who resigned in August, 

1621. Daniel BUSSO was appointed to fill the vacancy on the 23rd 
of that month, but was succeeded shortly afterward by Otto HOFF- 
MANN of Jena. Roda mint was still in operation in February, 1622. 

The Roda coinage is readily identifiable in numerous ways. 
Among these are: 

(1) Five-petaled fiower on 1621 hammered issues. All of Sindt’s 
coins and Busso’s early output were hammered. 

(2) Letter “U” in word DUG in all legends has a tail not found 
in the inscriptions on coins from any other Altenburg mint. 

(3) The personal marks of Sindt and Busso, “Crossed Hooks” 
(No. 55), and “Alchemical Symbol for Copper” (No. 43), 
respectively. 

(4) Combinations of the following marks, (R), (S), and S-M, 
which are said by Bornemann to denote Roda, Sindt, and 
Sindt “Munzmeister.” Other authorities have assigned S-M 
to Schmolln mint, but Bornemann logically asks, “What does 
the accompanying (R) stand for if S-M signifies Schmolln?” 
Since the question remains unanswered, it would appear 
that Bornemann gained the day. 

R.P.W. Rudolph Philipp WAHL. See R.WAHL F. 

R.S. Rothenstein, a village six miles south of Jena which served as a 
Weimar kipper mintplace. Bernhard HILLARD obtained the neces- 
sary patent and established Rothenstein mint on November 20, 1621. 
On February 26, 1622, Hillard sublet the mint to Lieutenant Christoph 
von BEULWITZ, who in turn delivered it to Salomon SCHEY (SAY, 
SCHAI), and a partner, for operation. The mint was closed in summer, 

1622. 

R. WAHL F. Rudolph Philipp WAHL, medalist and coin-engraver, a native of 

Clausthal, whose earliest work appeared circa 1729. Wahl held ap- 
pointment as engraver to the House of Saxe-Eisenach, and was still 
in office as engraver at the mint of Zellerfeld, Brunswick, on De- 
cember 2, 1769. 

S. 1. Saalfeld mint: 

a) On 1621 double gulden of Altenburg. See HHI monogram. 

b) Under LOWEL. On coins of Saxe-Coburg-Saalfeld 1816-26. See L. 

2. Probably denotes Sangershausen electoral kipper mint. See SH. 

3. Martin SCHEIDENREISSER on Dresden mint double kipper thaler 
of 1622, according to Merseburger. 

4. Daniel SIVERT, mint-warden at Danzig 1698-1734. See D.S. 

5. Friedrich Siegmund SCHAFER, mintmaster at Weilburg and 
Eisenach 1749-76. See F.S. 

6 (Jacob) Friedrich STEELER, mint-engraver at Dresden 1755-90. 
See I.F.S. 

7. Johann Gotthelf STUDER at Dresden 1812-32. See I.G.S.

T until 1547. In the latter year the parent mint absorbed Buchholz' 
mintmark (See SB-T), and assigned BVCH-T as a new mark to the 
branch. 

2. Schneeberg mint 1551-68 under Sebastian FUNCKE. Funcke con- 
tinued there as mintmaster until his death in 1569, and was succeeded 
by his son, Hans Funcke, who held the post for six months, 1569-70, 
before the mint machinery was finally transported to Dresden. Ap- 
parently, however, no coins were struck at Schneeberg after 1568. 

3. Taucha, an electoral kipper mint located in a village six miles 
from Leipzig. Mathies von NEUSS was mintmaster there 1621-23 
according to Forrer. 

TETTELBACH, Gottfried Benjamin, coin and gem engraver, born at Dresden, 
1750, died on July 18, 1813. From 1793 onward he was engraver to the 
Saxon Court. 

THANGEL, Lucas, “Kammermeister” at Saalfeld circa 1574-75. 

THAUER, Carl, mintwarden at Leipzig previous to 1645 [probably from 1641 
when Constantin ROTH (C.R.) departed Leipzig for Dresden], then 
at Berlin until his death, June 24, 1658. 

THOMAS Adolph THOMAS, mint-engraver at Dresden circa 1807-27. 

T.R. Tobias RENTSCH (RENZSCH), General Mint Warden at Saalfeld 
for the Upper Saxon Circle circa 1599-1623. In 1604 he was also 
named warden of the mint at Coburg in succession to Herman KAP- 
PLAN. From 1619 to 1622 he assisted Wolf ALBRECHT the Elder 
(WA) at the mint of Leutenberg (Schwarzburg) in addition to his 
other duties, and from January 2, 1622, to July 25, 1622, he served 
as mintmaster of the Coburg mint at Neustadt a.d. Heide. 

T.S. Theodor STOCKMAR, warden at Gotha 1779-1805, mintmaster at 
Dusseldorf 1805-18. See SR. 

T.W. or TW monogram. 1. Tobias WOLFF (formerly called Tobias WOST 
in error), goldsmith and medalist, a native of Breslau. In 1561 Wolff 
was already master of a guild of goldworkers in his home city. He 
was called to Dresden by the elector in 1574 and served as Electoral 
Saxon Medailleur, probably from that year until his death which 
occurred circa 1601. 

2. Tobias WOLFF, junior, son of the above, mentioned as mint- 
engraver at Dresden in 1615 and 1619, cited by Forrer in a note 
concerning Kilian PRAGER. 

ULBRICHT FEC. Peter ULBRICHT, die engraver at Dresden circa 1820-60. 

V. 1. Eisenach kipper mint at Korner in the district of Volkenrode 
1621-22. See K for history. 

2. VESTNER. See below. 

V.F VESTNER FECIT, signature of two Nurnberg medalists: 

a) Georg Wilhelm VESTNER, born at Schweinfurth on September 
1, 1677, died at Nurnberg on November 24, 1740. Vestner learned 
diesinking under the medalist SUHL. In 1701 he was employed by the 
Bishop of Chur. In 1704 he moved to Berlin, from which place he went 
to Weimar. In 1705 he settled in Nurnberg. He was appointed en- 
graver to the Bishop of Wurzburg in 1720, and in 1728 he received 
imperial sanction to strike medals in his own home (See C.PR.C.). 
In 1732 he was named Bavarian Court Medalist. Other signatures of 
G.W. Vestner were C.P.C. VESTNER, VESTNER SEN.F., and VEST- 
NER F. His private mark, after 1712, was a star. 

b) Andreas VESTNER, son of above, born at Nurnberg on September 
5, 1707, died there March 12, 1754. Between 1726 and 1740 Andreas V. 
was in partnership with his father in the engraving profession. After 
his father’s death he was employed as court medalist by Bavaria and 
Wurzburg, served as mint-engraver at Nurnberg, and worked for 
various other governments. Other signatures which he used were 
VESTNER lUN. F. and A.VESTNER F. 

V.G. Vogtei (District of) Gebstedt, site of a Weimar kipper mint opened 
by its lessee, Bernhard HILLARD, on October 26, 1621. Shortly after- 
ward, Hillard sublet the mint to C^lemens HOLLDORF. Gebstedt mint 
was closed in the summer of 1622. 
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occasionally carry his initials, I.G.S. Sorberger is known to have 
remained at Meiningen until at least 1692, and possibly until almost 
the turn of the century. He died in 1703. 

S.Q. Samuel QUERFURT, mintmaster at Querfurth circa 1686. 

Querfurth, one of the principal towns in Saxe- Weissenf els, situ- 
ated some eighteen miles west of Merseburg, was chosen as a resi- 
dence by Duke Johann Adolph after the formal ducal seat, Halle in 
Magdeburg, had been lost to Prussia by Weissenf els on the death of 
his father, Duke August, in 1680. With the loss of territory, Goslar, 
the duchy’s most recent mintplace, became overly removed from 
Johann Adolph’s capital. It appears that he solved this problem by 
causing a mint to be set up in Querfurth about 1686. 

Forrer disagrees, stating that Querfurt was mintmaster at Weis- 
senfels itself. Tentzel and others oppose him, however, and owing to 
weight of numbers, are probably correct. 

See I.A. for next mintmaster. 

SR. Theodor STOCKMAR, diesinker and mint-warden at Gotha 1779-1805, 
mintmaster at Dusseldorf 1805-18. Stockmar was a son of Johann 
Wolf Heinrich Stockmar of Ilmenau. 

ST. 1. J.F. STIELER. See I.F.S. 

2. P.F. STOCKMAR, medalist at Gotha circa 1755-75, another son 
of Johann Wolf Heinrich Stockmar. 

3. Theodor STOCKMAR. See SR. 

4. Johann Leonhard STOCKMAR at Eisenach 1788-1835. See JL-ST. 

5. Johann Veit STADELMANN, born 1792, diesinker and medalist 
at Dresden circa 1810-18. 

STAD. STADELMANN. See above. 

STIELER See I.F.S. 

STO. P.F. STOCKMAR. See ST. 

STOCKMAR, Johann Wolfgang Heinrich, medalist of Ilmenau in Henneberg, 
appointed Medailleur to the Court of Saxe-Weimar on May 9, 1732, 
still living at Ilmenau on December 12, 1752. He was the father of 
Theodor, Johann Leonhard, and P.F. Stockmar. 

STUMPFEL (STUMPFELDT, etc.), Georg, General Mint Warden of the Upper 
Saxon Circle circa 1571-76 whose name appears on several rechen- 
pfennigs.

T 1. Buchholz mint 1507-47. Buchholz was a suburb of Annaberg in 

which a branch of the Schneeberg mint flourished until about 1551. 
From 1515, or slightly before that date, until about 1540, Martin 
(Mattheus) PUTSCH (PUSCH), a Bohemian, was master of the 
Buchholz mint, but owing to the subordinate nature of his post he 
had no personal mintmark. After 1540 Sebastian FUNCKE, the con- 
temporary Schneeberg mintmaster, exercised more or less direct 
control over Buchholz although coins struck there continued to bear 
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WERMUTH F. See C.S.W., C.W., F.E.W., and H.F.W. 


W.F. 1. Wolf FROMELL, sometime farmer of several Coburg kipper 
mints, and master of the mint at Ehrenburg Castle, Coburg, 1622-23. 
Only those coins struck at Ehrenburg in the early fall of 1622 bear 
mintmarks, however, the remainder of the 1622-23 issue being without. 
See Fromeirs privy mark, “Alchemical Symbol for Mercury,” No. 45, 
for information on his kipper activities. 

2. Probably WERMUTH FECIT, a little used signature of Friedrich 
Ernst WERMUTH (F.E.W.), mintmaster at Hildburghausen 1716-18, 
on coins of Saxe-Hildburghausen. 

WIF Olus WIF, a native of Norway, mint-engraver at Dresden circa 1719- 
21. Wif, author of the “Seven Planet Medals” of 1719 commemorating 
the marriage of the Electoral Prince with Princess Maria Josepha, 
Archduchess of Austria, became mortified at some neglect, and re- 
turning to his homeland, died soon after. 

W.K. Wilhelm KLEINSCHMIDT, mintmaster at Hildburghausen and Klos- 
ter-Veilsdorf 1760-81. 

Prince Wilhelm Eugen, youngest brother of Duke Ernst Friedrich 
III Carl, obtained a patent to mint coins for Hildburghausen from 
his brother in 1760. He utilized existing mint facilities in the city of 
Hildburghausen, and in addition installed coining presses in his resi- 
dence at Kloster-Veilsdorf, a few miles south, where he had already 
established pottery and cigarette factories. Kleinschmidt was en- 
gaged as mintmaster, and Johann WEBER (I.V.F.) was employed 
as coin engraver. 

W.L. Assumed by Bornemann to be the initials of an unknown adjunct 
mintmaster at Saalfeld on kipper coins of Saxe-Altenburg 1622. Other 
authorities allege that the mark is that of a mysterious kipper mint 
at Wendische-Leuba. Bornemann, in my estimation, carries the day 
by pointing out that the W.L. series is composed wholly of coins 
minted by the screw press, and that Wendische-Leuba is not men- 
tioned in any contemporary mint patent. With these facts established, 
he logically concludes that no mint which was so unimportant as 
not to have been mentioned in documentary form would have been 
equipped with screw coining presses, expensive rarities in that day. 
After thus demolishing his opposition, Bornemann completes the 
thesis by reminding us that the Wendische-Leuba fallacy is traceably 
of recent origin, most probably concocted by persons who had not 
consulted original sources. 

X The MAGDEBURG (ER) brothers, Hieronymus, Josef, and Johann, 

medalists, diesinkers, and mintmasters in Freiberg, Annaberg, Schnee- 
berg, and Zwickau 1507-35. Hieronymus was the most gifted and im- 
portant of the three, and the family symbol likely stands for him 
alone for the most part, but present day information is too slight 
to distinguish between them. After first working at Freiberg circa 
1507, they were transferred several years later to Annaberg. About 
1525 they moved to Schneeberg, where they remained until 1535 ex- 
cept for the years 1530-33 spent in Zwickau. 

Forrer states in Volume VIII that Magdeburger was fictitious, 
but too many references to him as a mintmaster-diesinker exist for 
this to be believable. Hieronymus M. may not have been a medalist, 
however. 

Z. Hermann ZINDEL, mintmaster at Eisenberg, Saxe-Altenburg from 
July 8, 1621, until February, 1622. Zindel had replaced Arnold TILLY 
(Clover Leaf, No. 32) as mintmaster. The mint was closed shortly 
after andel’s departure.

W.A. or WA monogram. 1. Wolf ALBRECHT the Elder, mintmaster at Saal- 
feld from circa 1602 to December, 1619, and from August 23, 1622, 
until at least 1630 if not until his death in 1634. On coins of Saxe- 
Altenburg and Saxe-Weimar 1602-19, on coins of Saxe-Altenburg 
1622-30, and on those of Saxe-Coburg-Eisenach 1624-30. 

In 1619 as the kipper period gained momentum the Dukes of 
Altenburg intimated to Albrecht that he ought to begin striking 
debased currency at the Saalfeld mint. This he was unwilling to do, 
whether from premonition of the disaster which lay ahead or from 
an upright desire to fulfill the conditions of his office, and in conse- 
quence Hans JACOB of Eisleben supplanted him in December of 
that year. Albrecht took employment at the mint of Leutenberg in 
Schwarzburg where he worked in conjunction with Johann PABST 
and Tobias RENTSCH (T.R.) until 1622 when he was recalled to 
Saalfeld. 

2. Wolf ALBRECHT the Younger, mintmaster at Coburg 1604-20. 
From 1604 until 1612 young Albrecht’s coinage is readily distinguish- 
able from that of his father by the addition of the Coburg mintmark 
C-O. Subsequent to 1612 the C-O mark was dropped, but it may be 
assumed that currency of Coburg and Eisenach bearing WA and 
dated 1612-20 was struck at Coburg, while WA coinage of Altenburg 
and Weimar for the same period was minted at Saalfeld. 

By late 1620 the inflation-swollen economy of Saxe-Coburg re- 
quired an expansion in the duchy’s minting facilities. Duke Johann 
Casimir was unwilling to furnish additional quarters for more ma- 
chinery in his residence, Ehrenburg Castle, which was already too 
crowded in his estimation. Consequently, the mint was packed up and 
moved bodily to the neighboring town of Neustadt a.d. Heide. Young 
Albrecht followed his equipment to Neustadt, but resigned before it 
was gotten into operation again in 1621. 

At the close of the kipper period in the summer of 1622 the 
mint was returned to Ehrenburg where it operated fitfully for some- 
what over one year and then expired. Subsequent coinage of Coburg 
from 1624 until after Johann Casimir’s death in 1633 appears to come 
exclusively from the Saalfeld mint. 
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three classified as good and thirteen as good to fine. The Eagles were 
an exceptional lot mostly “extra fine” with only one coin valued as low 
as “very good” and the Half Eagles v/ere uniformly “extra fine” with but 
four “very good” as exceptions. A hurried tabulation shows the total 
1951 catalogue value at about $39,800 with the dates running from 1850 
to 1914 and the mint marks being predominantly S with a smattering of 
CC and O and a few D. 

The listing as filed with the court is evidently in error in that it 
shows one 1884-0 Eagle. No Eagle was minted at New Orleans in that 
year. If the correct date should have been 1883-0 then the coin is a 
peculiarity, there having been only 800 minted and particularly in the 
“extra fine” condition.

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GOLD IN CURRAN HOARD TOTALLED $14,235

I have read with much interest in the January 1952 issue the article 
entitled, “Survey of American Coin Hoards," by Walter H. Breen of Johns 
Hopkins University, and I notice that the seventeen hoards are listed in 
chronological order covering a period from 1841, when the Castine deposit was 
discovered, through 1950 in which year the Fairfield County Hoard came to 
light. In the article I note also that the largest face value involved appears to 
be $11,425.50 in the Baltimore gold hoard found August 31, 1934. 

Here in Minnesota in 1946 was discovered in coin and securities some 
$200,000 of which the gold had a face value of $14,235, and I take the liberty 
of sending you my story of the find. 


THE CURRAN STORY 

The Curran family settled on a three hundred acre farm in Green 
Isle Township, Minnesota before the Civil War. All through the pioneer 
days and until 1946 the family, as a group, lived there and worked the 
land. All but the elders were born there and all died there except Dennis 
who migrated to Montana about at the turn of the century. All their 
lives they distrusted banks, lived frugally, made much money and no 
friends. Upon the death of Mary in 1934, the remaining five brothers 
stayed on the farm and apparently grew more and more penurious. 
They bought nothing but bare necessities and made fewer and fewer 
trips to town. Cornelius died in 1939, William in February and John in 
July 1945. Timothy died in February 1946 and Daniel, the last of the 
Currans, died May 18th of the same year. 

James Mullen, President of the Citizens State Bank of Green Isle, 
was apparently the only confidant of the Curran tribe. When Daniel 
failed to appear for Mass on a Sunday morning, Mullen went to the farm 
and found him dead. 

Mullen and Gus McPartlan, believing that undiscovered treasure lay 
somewhere on the farm, equipped themselves with muskrat spears and 
probed the cellar floor where they found ‘‘milk pails filled with silver 
dollars’" and hundreds of gold coins wrapped in rags and newspapers and 
buried in the big lunch box type of Union Leader tobacco cans. Under- 
neath the stairs and between the floor joists they found thousands of 
dollars worth of bonds. The total find in cash and securities was some- 
thing over $200,000. 

The silver was turned in as cash to the bank and there is no evidence 
that its numismatic value was considered. The gold, with the face value 
of $14,235.00, was sold upon order of the Probate Court with the ap- 
proval of the United States Treasury to James and Meta Lee of Chicago, 
for the sum of $29,865.00. 

Six Double Eagles and three Half Eagles, having no numismatic 
value, were returned to the mint at face value. These Double Eagles 
were all from the San Francisco mint and dated 1863, 1877, 1878, 1879, 
1881 and 1893. One of the Half Eagles was an 1874 Philadelphia and the 
other two were 1899 and 1901 both S mint. 

The Curran gold coins which were sold to Lee numbered 1,162, in- 
cluding 410 Half Eagles, 292 Eagles and 460 Double Eagles. All of the 
Double Eagles were “very fine’’ to “extra fine’’ with the exception of

Despite the thousands of dollars paid in Federal and State taxes, the 
residue of the estate was very substantial indeed and was awarded to two 
nieces, one of Spokane, Washington, and one of Grants Pass, Oregon. 


ADVANCED REPORT OF A MANILA HOARD 

A vast underground hoard of silver coins has recently been unearthed in 
an old section of Manila called Intramuros or Walled City. A portion of it 
consisting of over two thousand coins was saved from the melting pot by local 
collectors. The treasure or what was left of it consists of a combination of 
irregularly-shaped cobs and round “pillar” coins of all denominations. The 
cobs came from two mints, viz: (1) the Mexican mint with dates from 1703 
to 1732, and (2) the Guatemala mint from year 1733 to 1753. The round pillar 
dollars are dated from 1738 to 1757 and their minor denominations from 1732 
to 1765. The composition of the coins show that the hoard was buried on or 
about 1765 at the period of coinage transition when the unshapely cobs were 
being replaced by the more desirable round coins. A full account of this 
hoard will be reported in a future article by Dr. P. I. de Jesus, President of 
the Philippine Numismatic and Antiquarian Society.

Seamen’s Church Institute of New York — 25 South St. Largest shore home 
in the world for merchant seamen. Visitors welcome 9 to 5 daily. Many 
maritime relics. Original marine paintings. Joseph Conrad Memorial 
Library. A unique view of New York Harbor from its Titanic Memorial 
Tower. 

St. Paul’s Chapel — Broadway between Fulton and Vesey Sts. Oldest American 
Church now standing. Built 1754-56. The pews of George Washington and 
Governor Clinton are marked here.

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POSTMARKS ON INTEREST-BEARING 
CSA TREASURY NOTES

Much interest and discussion have been aroused in philatelic and 
numismatic circles by the recent reporting of the presence of postmarks 
on the reverse sides of 1862-63 interest-bearing Confederate Treasury 
Notes. This was first announced in the column “U. S. Notes/' by 
Philip H. Ward, Jr., under the title “Confederate Note Issued by Post 
Office," in MekeeVs Weekly Stamy News of October 5, 1951.

The particular note around which the article was written was sub- 
mitted by Sydney C. Kerksis, well-known Confederate currency col- 
lector, researcher, and writer, of Columbia, S. C. It is a $100 Train of 
Cars (diffused steam) interest-bearing note. Chase classification #201D, 
Plate Ad, recorder’s Number 35157, dated August 19, 1862, and bears 
on its reverse three separate “interest paid" stamped notations, a cir- 
cular postmark in black, and “Issue" in manuscript in red. (See Figures 
1 and 2.) The Charleston postmark, made by a standard post office 
canceller, is dated Sep 1, 1862, fourteen days following the recorder’s 
issue date of August 19 at Columbia. The presence of the postmark is 
unusual, and as will be shown, quite rare. 

It has been well established^ that the Confederate interest-bearing 
Treasury notes of 1862-63, Chase classification numbers 201 and 202, 
bear on their reverse sides stamped notations of issue by depositaries 
and of interest paid. What is less generally known, and has become 
evident through very recent research, is that an extremely small number 
of these notes also bear postmarks and hand-written notations of issue 
by CSA Army and Navy paymasters and other fiscal agents. Mr. 
Kerksis has established that some of the 1861 and first Richmond issue 
notes bear similar hand-written notations. 

Mr. Thomas Parks, of Jackson Heights, Long Island, N. Y., a 
member of the Confederate Stamp Alliance, found some 300 1862-63 
interest-bearing notes in a recent examination of approximately 6000

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2. that the 1862-63 interest-bearing notes bear issue and interest nota- 
tions (as reported by Chase, Allen^ and others), 

3. that the Post Office Department probably issued these notes as pay- 
ment to its contractors for carrying the mails, to satisfy agreements 
under which the Treasury Department was obligated to make pay- 
ment, which the Treasury itself had failed to do. 

So far as is known there are no records extant which will either 
verify or disprove this theory, yet from a purely numismatic viewpoint, 
it does not seem likely or possible that postmarked notes were issued 
by the post offices as legal units of the Confederate postal system. 

It is suggested that: 

1. the mere presence of postmarks is not sufficient evidence in itself to 
warrant labeling notes so marked as postal issues, 

2. the Chase and Allen material are not actually confirmative, since 
they do not mention specific exceptions to legal Treasury notations, 
such as postmarks, 

3. there is no evidence of any relationship between the Treasury and 
Post Office Departments which would allow the latter to “issue” 
notes to fulfill the former’s obligations to Post Office contractors. 

Numismatically, there are two possible reasons for the presence of 
the postmarks: that a logotype canceller was borrowed by a depositary 
from a postoffice, in one or more of the major note issue points, in order 
to comply with a Treasury directive regarding the noting of actual issue 
date on interest-bearing notes, and because he had not received a legal 
depositary hand stamp; or, that a postal employee (cashier, auditor, 
postmaster) acted extra-departmentally as a Treasury agent or deposi- 
tary, to comply with the directive. , ' 

Mr. Kerksis believes that the postal canceller was borrowed by the 
depositary, and offers in support of this the fact that of all the notes 
bearing a Charleston postmark which he has seen, none are so marked 
later than September 10, 1862. After this date there appears the 
regular circular depositary stamp of B. C. Pressley. 

It has also been remarked by interested collectors that no postmarks 
have been found except those of large cities, in which it was most 
likely depositaries and regular “actual” issue points were located. It 
would appear that the distribution of necessary hand stamps by the 
Treasury Department was delayed, and cancellers were used until 
replaced by standard stamps. 

Mr. Parks has stated that the Treasury Department obviously 
“economized” on the payment of interest on these notes by limiting 
such payment from the actual date of issue. That this is logical-good 
fiscal policy — may be seen in a short review of the mechanics of the 
issuance of notes by the Treasury. 

We may assume that the recorder’s issue date (face of note) was 
that on which the notes were actually signed and recorded in the 
Treasury’s bureaus, following their printing by, and delivery from, the 
note supply houses in Richmond and Columbia. Once signed, cut, and 
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Confederate Treasury notes in the hands of New York City dealers. 
Of these 300 notes, thirteen bore notations other than those of the pay- 
ment of interest or issue by known depositaries. Mr. Parks believes that 
the notes bearing postmarks were actually issued by CSA postmasters or 
post offices, and has advanced this theory in an article entitled 'Post- 
marked* Confederate Treasury Notes,’* which appeared as a supplement 
to the February, 1952 issue of the Confederate Stamp Alliance News- 
letter, This writer cannot agree with the belief that these "postmarked** 
notes may be considered as partly philatelic issues, nor that such notes 
were issued by the Confederate post offices. 



The philatelic theory of issue is based almost wholly upon the 
following: 

1. that the actual presence of postmarks upon these notes is prima 
facie evidence of postal issue. 
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government obligations did not require the immediate conversion of this bullion 
into coin. 

It was deemed advisable to increase the work at the Philadelphia Mint to 
a monthly coinage, besides the coinage of silver and minor coins, of from 
$3,000,000 to $5,000,000 of gold. This Mint was able with existing facilities and 
the employment of additional labor to coin during the year $27,639,445 of gold, 
leaving at the close $38,468,874 of gold bullion in that Mint and the New York 
assay office uncoined. 

For the first time a successful effort has been made to obtain a large 
portion of the coinage of gold pieces in denominations less than twenty dollars. 
To do this has required positive instructions from this office, in accordance with 
your views. As was said by James Ross Snowden, Director of the Mint in 1860, 
“The chief design of a national mint is to subserve the interests of the people 
at large, preferably to a few large owners of bullion or coin. The interests of 
the public and of depositors are not always concurrent in the matter under 
discussion. Depositors of large amounts call for coin in a form which gives 
the least trouble to count; and banking institutions, in addition to that may 
prefer it in a form not likely to be drawn out. Many who present their checks 
at these institutions would doubtless ask for specie, but are deterred from 
doing so by the expectation of receiving double eagles, instead of half or 
quarter eagles. In a word, the plain effect of issuing gold coin of a large size 
is to keep down the circulation of specie and increase the use of paper money." 


WEAR ON U. S. SILVER COINS AS REPORTED IN 1886 

The following^ excerpt from the “Report of the Director of the Mint for the Year 
1886,'* is being: reprinted for the possible value it may have for collectors who wish 
to determine the genuineness of dubious coins in their collections. While weight is 
not necessarily the deciding factor in deciding the genuineness of a coin, it is one of 
the important tests that should never be overlooked. It should be remembered that 
a counterfeit coin is more apt to be overweight than underweight. -<• S.M. 


The results of an examination of a large number of subsidiary silver coins 
of the United States taken from the different sub-treasuries were published 
by the Treasurer of the United States in 1885. (Finance Report 1885, 498, 499.) 

From an examination of 200 half-dollars the average loss per piece on 683 
pieces tested, bearing dates between 1806 and 1836, was 5.29 grains per piece, 
or about 2% per cent of loss. 

On 3,849 pieces struck between 1837 and 1852 the average loss per piece 
was 4.46 grains, or about 2.16 per cent. 

On 91,635 pieces, bearing dates from 1853 to 1873, the average loss per 
piece was 4.38 grains, or about 2.28 per cent. 

On 106,775 pieces, bearing dates from 1874 to 1878, the average loss per 
piece was 2.65 grains, or about 1.37 per cent. 

On 300 quarter-dollars examined, the loss on 91 pieces tested, coined 
between 1831 and 1836, was an average of 4.26 grains, or about 4 per cent. 

On 2,104 pieces tested, bearing dates from 1837 to 1852, the average loss 
per piece was about 4 grains, or nearly 4 per cent. 

On 118,812 pieces tested, bearing dates from 1853 to 1873, the average loss 
per piece was 3.21 grains, or about 3.35 per cent. 

On 178,860 pieces, bearing dates from 1874 to 1878, the average loss per 
piece was 1.86 grains, or about 1.92 per cent. 

Taking the period from 1874 to 1878 as a basis of estimation, during which 
period the largest number of pieces were tested, the average loss on the half- 
dollars was, as stated, 1.37 per cent, and on the quarter-dollars 1.92 per cent. 

Estimating that these coins had an average circulation of twelve years, 
the loss on the half-dollars would be 11 per cent a century, and on the quarter- 
dollars about 15 per cent, corresponding for the annual wear to the coefficient 
of one-ninth of 1 per cent for halves, and one-seventh of 1 per cent for quarters. 

It will probably be safe to say in general that the loss on small silver coins 
in active circulation will average from 10 to 20 per cent in a century, or from 
one-tenth to one-fifth of 1 per cent a year. 
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recorded, they were assembled and packaged (over a period of days or 
even weeks) depending upon the even flow of supply, subject to delays 
of lack of material and personnel, and then were held for transportation 
to, and distribution by, major and minor issue points. Transportation 
by rail, water and/or wagon was itself subject to the many delays of 
poor and insufficient transport equipment, weather conditions, the 
movements of Federal and Confederate armies, bureaucratic fumbling, 
etc. Notes once having reached the issue points were held and dis- 
bursed “as needed.’' The time lag which may be noted on interest- 
bearing notes, between the recorder’s issue date (face) and the actual 
issue date (reverse) is thus explained, and a period of even six months 
between face and reverse issue dates may not be considered unusual. 

It seems logical that the Treasury Department would not pay 
interest on notes until they actually passed from Treasury control, and 
also that some method would be used to ensure interest payment only 
from the date the note was placed in circulation. Responsible fiscal 
agents in the Confederate Departments (including the Post Office) were 
probably directed not to pay out interest notes which did not show an 
actual issue date. 

It is the conclusion of the writer that the use of postmarks and the 
manuscript notations of extra-Treasury fiscal employees occurred only 
in the lack of suitable Treasury stamps or in the following by these 
employees of a Treasury directive in the placing of interest-bearing 
notes in circulation.

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MINT USED 1,092 MEDAL AND COIN DIES IN 1880 

The engraving department of the mint at Philadelphia prepared during 
the year [1880] 1,092 coinage and medal dies. The number of medals struck 
was 1,347, of which 43 were in gold, 446 in silver, and 858 in bronze. A medal 
of fine gold was prepared for presentation to Bendix Koppel in recognition of 
his services as arbitrator in the “Montijo” arbitration. Fourteen medals of 
fine gold and three of fine silver were made for award to various persons who 
had exhibited special heroism in saving life from the perils of the sea.

Washington Club Helps Bank 
Celebrate 

On March 21 the Washington Nu- 
mismatic Society, in company with 
the Chase National Bank and Na- 
tional City Bank of New York pro- 
vided coin and currency displays for 
an open house celebration at the 
Shenandoah Valley National Bank in 
Winchester, Virginia. This open house 
was one part of the year-long cele- 
bration of Winchester’s bicentennial. 
Key displays related to the money 
in use in Winchester in 1818 when 
the Bank of the Valley in Virginia 
was established, and 1866 when the 
Shenandoah Valley National Bank 
resumed operations after the War be- 
tween the States. The Shenandoah 
Valley National Bank was the suc- 
cessor to the Bank of the Valley in 
Virginia, occupied the same building 
and had many of the same directors 
after the five years of inactivity be- 
tween 1861 and 1866. The Washing- 
ton Numismatic Society displays were 
located in one corner of the display 
area and attracted a great deal of 
attention by the 6,000 visitors on the 
night of the open house. During the 
following week 800 Winchester school 
children participated in tours past the 
exhibits and many of the open house 
visitors returned for longer detailed 
visits. 

The displays prepared by the WNS 
included Spanish-American pieces. 
United States type coins, Virginia 
banknotes, fractional currency, legal 
tender notes, and later varieties of 
large size currency. The Chase Na- 
tional Bank and National City Bank 
displays were general exhibits of 
type coins, notes and U. S. gold but 
did not relate specifically to the two 
special periods in the Shenandoah 
Valley National Bank history.

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A Lesson in Citizenship 
Dear Mr. Mosher: 

I have observed the “Official An- 
nouncement of Annual Convention 
and Call for Nominations of Officers” 
in the March, 1952 issue of The 
Numismatist. This has been done in 
accordance with Article V of the 
By-Laws of the Association. 

I do not believe I would be violat- 
ing the sacred trust imposed upon me 
as a member of the Election Comniit- 
tee in Phoenix last year by making 
the following observations: 

I. Of the 7271 ballots mailed to 
members, 3122 ballots were re- 
turned to be counted — less than 
50%. 

FAULT -Apathy of most mem- 
bers. 

II. Twenty-six ballots were invali- 
dated. Each ballot invalidated is 
inspected by a special committee 
within the committee, and final 
decision made by the chairman. 
FAULT — Failure to observe di- 
rections. 

III. Several ballots carried sarcastic 
comments, such as a rigged elec- 
tion, only one candidate for some 
offices, etc. 

FAULT — Failure to observe by- 
laws. NOW is the time to make 
nominations — not in August. 
There is no reason why five or 
six or more men could not be 
candidates for president, and 
other offices as well. Nominate 
— get the member^s ok — and he 
is on the ballot. I wonder how 
many who protested the one-can- 
didate ballot made proper nomi- 
nations ? 

IV. It is to be noted that equal num- 
ber of ballots were not cast for 
each office. In each election, 
there are ten offices to be filled. 
Many times only one or two are 
marked by the voters. These are 
counted by the committee but do 
account for variation in figures. 
FAULT — Lack in interest in fill- 
ing ALL offices. 

V. I can assure ANA members that 
the following practices prevailed 
during the last election: 

a. All ballots were opened by the 
committee in secret at the 
proper time. 

b. That no member of the official 
family had anything to do with 
the election other than setting 


up the general work procedure. 

c. That no candidate knew the 
results of the election until 
announcement was made at 
the Second Business session of 
the Convention. 

d. It is a lot of hard work for 
the election committee, an 
honor for those designated to 
the committee, but little ap- 
preciated by members at large.

TEMPUS FUGIT! And since I’d 
like to make the deadline, I shall 
desist from idle chatter and get down 
to books! Our little visit in March 
must have hit home, — more than two 
hundred books went out of the Li- 
brary on loan during the month, 
and the DeNise electric bill soared 
four dollars higher than usual. (Do 
electric rates belong to the Union, 
too? Double time after midnight?) 

This month we have added many 
new volumes to the shelves, for your 
enjoyment and research, with many 
more to be entered soon. In order to 
record them for you, we may have 
to skip over some lightly, but that 
must not lessen their importance to 
the collector interested in the ground 
they cover. Since taking over the 
Library I have become increasingly 
aware of the value of short articles 
in past Numismatists and other peri- 
odicals, on specific subjects. Yester- 
day I received a letter from a com- 
paratively new but well informed 
dealer who has been studying, and 
I really mean studying, back issues of 
The Numismatist. His words should 
cause many of us to THINK; “Much 
is to be found in them (back issues) 
if I can remember only a part of 
what I read. They note the coming 
and going of so many fine men, the 
early efforts of a few to make numis- 
matics an art worthwhile. The his- 
tory and background of some of these 
men show up rather solid as com- 


pared to present thinking among most 
of us. Guess they were somewhat 
different — had time to study and 
live.” I would add only two words to 
his thought, - “and share.” 

From SEABY'S of LONDON has 
come a bound copy of the 1951 SEA- 
BY’S COIN AND MEDAL BULLE- 
TIN (S-125, 1951). From CASA MOL- 
DER, in Lisbon, a copy of J. E. 
Porto’s DINHEIROS e MEAHLAS 
PORTUGUESAS. (In Portuguese, but 
illustrated. P-42). 

Another booklet on Portuguese 
coinage has been received from the 
author, L. P. GARCIA, on the coinage 
of Angola and St. Thomas and Prince. 
(G-49) (In Portuguese). 

For the student of Byzantines we 
have a splendid old volume by 
deSaulcy, half of the book in excel- 
lent plates according to rulers in 
chronological order. The text is in 
French, but the plates make attribu- 
tion very simple. This is one of the 
books from the Philadelphia Numis- 
matic and Antiquarian Society. ES- 
SAI de CLASSIFICATION des 
SUITES MONETAIRE BYZANTINES 
by F. de SAULCY.1836. (S-63) 

Short mention should be made of 
two other books in foreign language. 
They are important because they deal 
with material not easily found else- 
where. MEDICINA IN NUMMIS by 
ROBERT BALL of Berlin contains 
1777 lots of tokens pertaining to medi- 
cine, hygiene, doctors, nurses, plagues, 
ad infinitum. (B-79). And in French 
is a catalogue of the COLLECTION 
ANDRE SALLES on MONNAIES ET 
MEDAILLES DES COLONIES 
FRANCAISES (Paris, 1929). (S-127). 
689 lots and five pages of beautiful 
plates of scarce, unusual, and counter- 
marked coins of French colonies, espe- 
cially in Africa and the Orient.

This was pub- 
lished in Lancaster, Pennsylvania in 
1884. 

Those of you who wonder what that 
common Oriental coin is which you 
have, if you don’t care to pay postage 
on Lacouperie (L-26 at 4 pounds) 
might find it in one of two books 
just entered in the Library, — H. A. 
RAMSDEN’S MODERN CHINESE 
COPPER COINS (1911) (R-59) or 

RARE CHINESE COINS by C. C. 
TSIANG and S. C. WONG. (T-18). 
This latter book has text in both 
Chinese and English, is profusely 
illustrated, and was published in 
Shanghai in 1935. 

Are you interested in the British 
series? We have added several new 
books on coins and tokens of the 
British Empire. We will list only a 
few this month and add to the list 
next month. We have Volumes 1 and 
2 of the CATALOGUE OF ENG- 
LISH COINS IN THE BRITISH MU- 
SEUM; THE NORMAN KINGS, by 
G. C. BROOKE. 1916 (B-77 and B-78) 
Volume 1 contains the Introduction, 
Tables and 62 full page plates. Vol- 
ume 2 contains a catalogue of types 


and indexes. We have also acquired 
another British Museum catalogue — 
GUIDE TO THE EXHIBITION OF 
ITALIAN MEDALS by C. F. KEARY. 
(K-5) 99 pp., 7 pp. Plates. We also 
have a little booklet of the Young 
Collectors’ Series by Barclay V. Head, 
really intended for the beginner in 
the Ancient series, — HANDBOOK OF 
GREEK AND ROMAN COINS (H-41). 
And also YORKSHIRE TOKENS AND 
SEALS by WILLIAM BOYNE (B-51), 
and THE COPPER, TIN AND 
BRONZE COINS AND PATTERNS 
FOR COINS of ENGLAND, by H. 
MONTAGU, 1893. (M-103). This last 
book covers the reigns of Elizabeth 
to Victoria. 

Perhaps a note of interest would 
be that GERTRUDE RAWLINGS’ 
“COINS AND HOW TO KNOW 
THEM” is back on the shelves after 
having spent the last nine months 
sightseeing in New York. It will take 
a long time for it to get around to 
the fourteen orders waiting for it 
here. Meanwhile I am looking for 
another copy or two.

Japanese Coinage 

Norman Jacobs, Ph.D. and Cor- 
nelius C. Vermeule III, M.A., have 
collaborated in the compilation of a 
standard catalogue and monetary his- 
tory of Japanese Coinage. According 
to Stack’s the pre-publication price is 
to be $7.50. There are to be many 
“firsts,” including the complete illus- 
tration of all major types of Japanese, 
modern Korean and Manchukuo coins, 
an “exact” numbering system, a sim- 
plified guide to major types of minor 
cash pieces, and a guide to the rela- 
tive scarcity of every coin. 
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Book Review 


A GUIDE BOOK OF UNITED STATES COINS, 1952-3, by Richard S. 
Yeoman. 5th Edition. Whitman Publishing Co., Racine, Wisconsin. 1951. 
255 pp. Indexed. $1.50. 

In our review of the previous edition of this manual last April we had 
occasion to remark a number of innovations such as the greatly expanded 
section on silver dollars, notation of the existence and fabricators of certain 
modern copies of Colonials, etc. This year’s edition retains all of those innova- 
tions without addition or correction. The only changes noticed are the addition 
of the 1889/8 half dollars (in proof at $15) and quite a number of price 
revisions. 

There are the same errors in text and illustrations as in the 4th edition. 
The 1800 over 1798 and the 1800 over 1799 cents are represented as having 
the same obverse die (page 65). The date of the theft from the Mint (^abinet 
is given as 1850 (it actually happened August 16, 1858). The 1864 half dinie 
is still listed in Fine and Unc. conditions, though it is a fact that only proofs 
were struck. The old error of the same kind on the 1878 trade dollar has 
been corrected, however. In short, this edition still bears many earmarks of 
haste to report many minor and fewer major price changes — almost all 
upward. 


To summarize these: Early American — Slight increases in four Washing- 
tons only. Half Cents - Small increases in 1849 large date and most of the 
early dates. We think that this series is still greatly undervalued in com- 
parison with the large cents, and that its day has yet really to come, in spite 
of the prices paid for 1796 and the proofs. The 1831 and 1836 small-berry 
restrikes are still far too cheap for their rarity. A New York dealer has been 
offering prices far above catalogue for these two coins for more than six 
months; the lack of price change in this manual apparently reflects the lack 
of actual sales. Large Cents — Significant increases in most early dates, par- 
ticularly the “type” coins. We note that increases here, as in some other 
series, indiscriminately hit either Fine or Good as often as the superior grades. 

Small Cents — Flying eagles, 1864 bronze, 1864L, 1869-72, some uncircu- 
lated dates in the eighties, and the S mints, all have climbed. The 1909 S 
VDB is again rising. All uncirculated Lincolns through 1925, and some others, 
are increasing. 1931 S fell, reflecting the dispersion of a hoard of these coins 
owned by a Pennsylvania dealer. There are small irregular increases upward 
in all grades of other minor coins. These appear to reflect the high cost of 
living and the greater number of collectors, not so much any greater appre- 
ciation of rarities. Half Dimes — 1795, 1800 and some late dates are up. Dimes 

— Nothing of consequence except increase in some late Liberty seated proofs. 

— Uncirculated dates in the 1830’s have about doubled. Half Dollars 
-Most walking Liberty dates before 1936 show marked rises; some have 
actually doubled in price. Dollars - Slight “adjustments” upward in the early 
dates, mostly around Fine. A few in 1799 have fallen. Prices of the Gobrechts, 
as usual, bear little relation to actual rarity. Gold dollars — Very late proofs 
have fallen, most other listings show increases. Other gold denominations show 
few changes of importance, except the double eagles. 1884 is now listed at 
$1000, and some mint-marked St. Gaudens dates are way up. Commemoratives 

— Several issues have fallen, among which we note 1921 Pilgrim, Spanish Trail 
and both Alabamas. Many others show slight rises. Pioneer Gold — Many 
issues show small gains. 

All in all, this edition seems to reflect fairly a period of irregular rises 
on all fronts paralleling the general inflation. We believe it is not too much 
to expect that the remaining errors and rough spots will be gradually removed 
in subsequent editions, leaving a book equally well adapted for use of both the 
layman and the fairly advanced collector. — WALTER BREEN.

BOSTON NUMISMATIC SOCIETY - 
Our 822nd meeting was held on Febru- 
ary 18 at the Sheraton Plaza with James 
Ford Clapp, Jr., presiding. 

Members present at this meeting cer- 
tainly have a better understanding of 
the Joachimsthaler, whether this sub- 
ject was new or renewed information 
for them, because of Dr. Robert W. 
Buck’s able talk. 

Simply told, in a fascinating fashion, 
he began with his trip to Europe as a 


college junior, of visiting Bohemia and 
being given a Joachimsthaler by a de- 
scendant of the famed Counts Schlick, 
on whose property in the area known as 
Joachim’s Doll, a rich silver mine was 
discovered in 1516. 

The Schlick family had the legal right 
to coin money out of all silver they 
found there, and this they did beginning 
in the year 1518 when they provided 
the silver for the first dollar in the 
World. During the next 30 years, more 
than $^000,000 worth of silver was 
mined. The coins they made were broad, 
thick groschen, weighing one ounce, and 
were eventually called dollars. At least 
20 different minor varieties of this first 
dollar are known to exist, and there are 
half, quarter, and double-dollars of the 
same or similar type. 

About 50 years ago, after the discov- 
ery of radium, it was found that the old 
mines of Bohemia contained pitchblende 
and uranium from which radium was 
refined. There is still plenty of uranium 
there and this is being taken out by the 
Russians, Joachim’s Doll, which in 1518 
provided the silver for the first dollar 
in the World, today provides the Rus- 
sians with raw material for the atom 
bomb. 

Dr. Buck illustrated his talk with 
slides, and a book - “Boehmische Privat- 
muenzen,” a discovery of previously un- 
known Bohemian private coins and med- 
als, published by the Numismatic Society 
at Prague. 1852. This book, the property 
of the Boston Public Library was 
marked, “Purchased from Numismatic 
Funds,” and we think part of the money 
donated by our Society back in 1898. 
One Joachimsthaler he showed still had 
a little radioactivity.

George Fold’s talk on the exciting 
subject of Calendar Medals and Store 
Cards, began with the first successful 
distribution of a calendar in the form 
of a metal calendar pocket piece, and 
the important part they played in the 
history of the World. 
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One of the earliest was produced by 
John Powell of Birmingham, Englana, 
in 1759. This was from a necessity 
born of a long accumulation of histori- 
cal Intrigue and development, and cli- 
maxed by the decision of England to 
adopt the Gregorian system of recording 
time. They were circulated mostly in 
Great Britain and the United States, and 
v^re usually the size of a silver dollar. 

In the 1850’s, variations of the English 
Calendar Medals were issued in America, 
and again in 1900 these pieces entered a 
short period of popularity before the 
printed calendar displaced them. The 
National Bank of Chicago did issue a 
(perpetual) calendar medal for the years 
1914 to 1934. 

Mr. Fuld’s outline of the original cal- 
endar, how the Egyptians based their 
year, the Roman and Julian Calendars, 
what the Jewish year consists of, etc., 
etc., was a very scholarly, interesting, 
and full-of-information presentation. A 
question and answer period followed.

A collection of 96 different Calendar 
Medals of all Countries, including Eng- 
land 1684 and 1690 in silver; Germany, 
19th century perpetual and 1808 large 
silver medal; France, 1779 and Revolu- 
tionary piece of 178^ Holland, 1767; 
Austria, 1938 and 194^ Commemorative 
Calendars, many American of the 19th 
and 20th centuries, and a copy of the 
Aztec Calendar struck on a crude silver 
flan.

Ac- 
knowledgment was made to members 
Gene DeNise and Ben Gorlick for their 
outstanding collections of Irish numis- 
matic items, Conder Tokens and 19th 
century tokens, and Irish gun money. 

Upon request, Mr. Haberlin gave a 
brief talk telling the background of 
his unusually interesting gold display, 
of which the coins were acquired at the 
rate of one a year — a routine begun 
for him by his grandfather in 1901. 
Most of the natural gold in the display 
was native to the Pacific Northwest, 
Alaska or the Yukon. Worthy of par- 
ticular note were the examples of gold 
in naturally crystalline state, an ex- 
tremely uncommon condition in which to 
find this metal. He added that similar 
crystalline structure has been produced 
incidental to one of the refining proc- 
esses recently employed. The exhibit is 
being sent for display in the East for 
a few months, at the request of mining 
engineering schools in that part of the 
country. He outlined briefiy the tech- 
nique used to trace gold back from the 
streams, through its intervening resting 
places, to the original deposit.
